Economy of Jersey Cattle. , 


The lesson of the nineteenth century has 


beeneconomy. Men consider now, not so 


much what has been done, as how it has 
been accomplished. Thescientutic engineer 
calculates exactly the increase of power 
which an extra pound of coal beneath his 
boiler will produce, and the most economic 
amount to accomplish a certain work, The 
tailor and the shoemaker no longer ‘toil 
and draw their thread from morning till 
night; the genius of the age has pointed 
the way to a production of shoes and 
ccats at an infinite reduction of cost. Jn all 
lines of labor and trade the rule holds trae» 
and nowhere are its workings better ex- 
emplitied than in the field of agricultuye 
and dairying. t 

In the vast industry represented by the 
cow, cempetition has caused new methods 
to supersede the old. The dairyman-farmer 
considers from an economic standpoint and 
decides by actual test the relative value of 
different breeds. It is under such circum- 
stances that the cattle of the Island of 
Jersey have risen into prominence until, 

received with almost universal favor, the 
Jersey cow may rightly be called the 
** Queen of the Dairy.” 

Originating, a3 is supposed by eminent 
authorities, on the coast of the continent 
neighboring to the island whose narhe 
they bear, this breed nas ever been cherish- 
ithed and protected by the inhabitants of 
fertile Jersey, As civilization advanced in 
the eighteenth century, and ease of com- 

munication became more general, the fame 
of this native breed spread, and the records 
they were making, even in those early 
times, astonished the dairy .world. From 
1789, when the states of Jersey enacted | 
laws forbidding the importation of foreign 
cattle from France, to the present day, the 
history of the Jersey breed of catttle is 
a story of progress and merit recognized. 
The spirit of emulation and industry 
raised among the Jerseymen has Geen the 
means of making their island a place of no 
emall impertance. 

The reasons for the so general adoption 
of the Jersey as the cow for all purposes 
are numerous and important.

Economy points to the Jersey 
as the cow also for him who uses but a 
single head for family purposes. True, 
the original expense may be somewhat 
greater for a Jersey of good breeding than 
tor a cow of common stock. The utility of 
the Jersey and her adaptability to all 
situations were fitly praised in a recent 
number of the Country Gentleman : ‘* The 
Jersey cow that can average a pound of 
butter for 365 days in the year, with good 
care, is the cow for the millions, and it has 
been proved that the Jersey will ao this five 
to one over all other breeds and with less 
feed.” : : 

The Jersey has been well denominated a 
milk machine. Usually small in size, 
there is no room for surplus fat while she is. 
making the rich milk for which she is 
noted, Mr. Wayback may continue to 
feed a large cow through many years, in.

VICTIMS OF DESERT THIRST. 


Hundreds of Peapic Have Died After the 
Most Excrucisting Pain. 


During a march of seventy-five miles on 
| one desert in the southwestern corner of 
| our country, says the San Francisco Argon 
| aut,a party of government surveyors counted 
350 graves along the trail of the victims of 

thirst, At one point a family of eight were 
buried. These foolish people carried their 
water supply in huge demijohns. The 
bottles were broken. The precious fluid 
was swallowei by the sand. Mother, 
father, and children lay down beneath a 
mesquite bush and died the most horrible 
of deaths. The bodies, broken water 
bottles and dead horses were found just 


asthey fell. It is the custom in the desert 
to bury all bodies and mark the graves with 
crosses of stone imbedded in the sand. The 
air on the desert, being intensely dry, 
cases rapid evaporaticn from the body. 
| Observation proved that nine quarts of 
water daily was needed by one man to 
|prevent the blood frum thickening and 
becoming feverish. Each mule required 
twenty gallons daily. One surveyor was 
without water for several hours. He 
became feverish and light-headed. Lack 
of water for a few hours longer, would have 
killed him. This was in a shade tempera- 
ture of 120 degrees, where the air was 
almost absolutely d.y- -80 dry that fresh 
meat, instead of putrefying, simply dries 
up. Ac one place the surveyors found the 
Lodies of three proepectors within 100 feet 
of a natural water tank formed in the rocks. 
To get to this water the poor fellows had 
to climb upward twenty feet or so. Their 
strength was exhausted. They had been 
too long without water. And here, with 
the life-giving fluid just afew feet beyond 
them, they died. Thirst on the desert is 
horrible, The victim first feels pain between 
the shoulders. The tongue thickens and 
feels filled with needlepuints, The cyes 
become painful and, finaliy, any movement 
of the body causes excruciating pain. As 
the blood thickens the brain gives way, and 
the victim is a raving maniac. Death scon 
ends the suffering. :

WHERE INSECTS DO THRIVE... 


Expertences of a Trayeller Throuzh the 
Mountains of Montserrat. 

One of the first things that struck me in 
Montserrat was that nearly all the planta- 
tion houses were surrounded by white sand. 
When I asked about it I found the reason 
sufficiently startling. There are serpents 
in Montserrat, and great spiders as big as 
a child’s head, and centipeds and scorpions 
and myriads of ema!l green and brown liz- 
ards, Itis tu keep these creatures away 
that the sand is brought up from the beach 
and spread around the houses. Snakes and 
spiders and other crawling things do not 
like to make themselves *oo prominent, and 
they hesitate to cross a wide strip of white 
sand, When they try it they are easily 
seen and killed. 

I had a chance to spend only one night in 
the mountains of Menitserrat, but then I 


learned the necessity of surrounding the 
houses with white sand, Of course no such 
pains were taken with the mountains cabins, 
and I made the acquaintauce of a fine 
variety of insects. 

My arriva. at the cabin was very different 
from the way in which 1 went to the Jam- 
aica cabins.

“Co., and other outside dealers, and 
“ the orders fur even the commonest 
“ necessities such as dry goods, boots 
“ and shoes, &c., are surprising. We 
“often have to order by mail or 
“ chance, and if we knew the values 
“ of articles in the local fown that’s 
“ wheretheorders would go.” There 
isa lessoninthis for merchants 
that should be heeded. Make your 
prices known. Moose Jaw mer- 
chants must face the fact that they 
are in direct competition with the 
merchants of -Regina, Portage la 
Prairie, Winnipeg and Toronto. 
Eaton’s prices are known in erery 
house in the town; the Hudson's 
Bay Company's prices are a house- 
hold word; T. A. Garland ships 
mail sacks full of price lists to every 
point in the Territories ; and to our 
personal knowledge a large portion 
of the farmers’ trade in this dis- 
trict is going to a‘Regina firm. We 
may rest assured that farmers do 
not drive to Regina to learn prices 
—the price lists in their pockets 
have induced them thither. 

The farmer of late has developed 
great studiousness. The virtue is 
born of necessity. In more _pros- 
perous days price lists were simply 

!an annoyance to him. To bother 
with them he considered a waste of 
time. He sowed his tields, reaped, 
threshed and sold his wheat, and 
pocketed a dollara bushel. He 
bought his supplies, and of what 
interest were price lists to him ¢ He 
always had a surplus of cash. Bui 
now that wheat has fallen in price 
sixty percent., while the price of 
his supplies has not dropped in any 

‘like proportion, the farmer is 


| brought up with a roundturn. He 


is forced to ponder. To assist him 
in his cogitations, he studies price 
lists. The price list has become to 
hitn a well-thumbed text-book. 
This growing propensity of the 
farmer to make a special study of 
prices was foreseen and acted upon 
| by such dealers us Eaton, Garland 
and the Glasgow House of Regina, 
with the result that mail order de- 
partments have grown tu be very 
important branches of many stores. 
The Dominion was sown with price 
lists and a rich harvest is now being 
reaped. 
| _Tomeet this formerly unthought- 
, Of competition,/ local merchants 
must make use of a similar method. 
They must »dvertise local price 
lists, and not only that: They must 
arrange their price lists to counter- 
act the-inducements offered for the 
payment of high express charges 
on goods from eastern houses. In 


r| other words, prices must be such 


that purchases can be made as 
cheaply over the counter in the 
local store as by mail and express 
or waggon road at Toronto, Portage 
la Prairie or Regina. 

It is absurd to attempt by lectures 
on the folly of “sending money out 
of the country for goods,” to arrest 
such transactions. In the first 

lace such lectures are illogical.

The Science of Rubbing. | 


No method of treating the various aches 
and pains to which the flesh is heir is more 
agreeable to the sufferer, or oftener effective, 
than a courze oi intelligent rubbing or mas- 
sage. 

We may believe that the benefits derived 
are due to the personal electricity which is 
imparted from the body of the one who per- 
forms the rubbing, or we may say thata 
counter-irritation of the superficial parts is 
setup by the friction. ‘here are those 
who assert that itis the activity into which
